HOW THE SENATE STANDS ON
RAILROAD LEGISLATION

Frank J. Stillman, Washington cor-
respondent for the Sioux City Jour
nal, sent to his paper, under date of
November 23, the following dispateh:

“Until the president’s megsage has
been made publie and his railroad rate
recommendations are known no accu-
rate lineup on the gquestion in the gen-
ate can be made. 8o far as the com-
mittee is concerned It is now clear
that the democrats hold the deeiding
votes and that there are likely to be
but three republicans favorable to the
president'ss policy, Doliver, Cullom
and Clapp. Dolliver anl Cullom have
already sought to prevail upon Elking,
Foraker, Kean and Aldrich to line up

with the president, but without sue-
cess.
“It is said there are over thirty

senators certain to oppose giving any
committee ratemaking powers and
many of these assgert that a bill in-
corporating such a feature will under
no circumstances be allowed to pass.
Nobody in Washington bhelieves such
a bill will become a law, but the opin-
fon Is general that a compromise bill
embodying many reforms and conces-
sions will pass. '
